Figure Passes $32,000 
Mark For First Time; 
Resumes Normal Increase 


Receipts of the Placerville post- 
office for the last calendar year were 
$32,208.14 representing a gain of 5.3 
per cent over the total for 1939. 


It was the first time in history 
that the receipts have been more 
than. $32,000 and it was the third 
time the business of the office has 
exceeded: $30,000. 

The total of business in 1939, (re- 
ported in January, 1940) was $30,- 
582.63 and the figure for 1940 is $1,- 
625.51 in excess of that amount. 


The 1939 business was “off” $632.67 
as compared with the business of 
the year before and 1939 was the 
first year since 1930 that the lo- 
cal office had failed to show a gain 
in receipts. 

However, the increase reported 
now over the 1939 figure has made 
up the shortcomings of that year 
with a margin of about $1,000 to 
spare. 

According to Chief Clerk John 
Nelson, the figures on business for 
the calendar year include rent of 
postoffice boxes, returns from sales 
of stamps and returns from sales 
of one-cent post cards and stamped 
envelopes. 

Mr. Nelson said that from such 
segregated figures as are available 
and on the basis of the experience 
of the office it appears that the in- 
crease during the past year is due 
to the improvement in letter and 
postcard mail. 

“Our parcels post mail, notably at 
Christmas time, is not what it was 
in earlier years,’ he said. “On the 
other hand, in December of 1940 we 
sold 55,000 one and one-half cent 
stamps as against 42,000 sold in 
December of 1939.” 

Mr. Nelson said that the Christ- 
mas package business of the office 
does not seem to compare with the 
Christmas parcel business of a few 
years ago. 

“TI don’t know what the reason 
is,’ he continued, “but since we have 
an increase in Christmas cards, as 
indicated by the one and one-half 
cent stamp sales in December, it 
would appear that people are con- 
fining Christmas gifts sent by mail 
to the children, possibly, and are 
sending cards as remembrances to 
adults, whereas a few years ago 
packages were sent generally.”

The 54th session of the state leg- 
islature opened Monday in Sacra-

Following the roll call in the as- 

sembly the law makers were then 
sworn in by districts, which are 
pee in alphabetical order, begin- 
{ning with Alameda county, and end- 
| ne with Yuba county. The writer 
| took his oath of office when Al- 
pine county, the smallest county in 
the district as well as the state, was 
called by the clerk. Having been 
sworn in we do not answer the roll 
call when the other counties of our 
district are called. The same pro- 
cedure is followed in the senate. 

It might interest our readers to 
know that the first session of the 
state legislature was held 91 years 
ago when the first legislators met in 
San Jose in the winter of 1850. The 
first two sessions were held in that 
city, the third session met in Val- 
lejo and later removed to Sacra- 
mento; the fourth session met in 
Vallejo and later removed to Beni- 
cia, while the fifth session met in 
Benicia and later removed to Sacra- 
mento. Beginning with the sixth 
session in 1855 all legislatures have 
met in Sacramento. 

Following the swearing in of all 
the members of the lower house 
on Monday, the first order of busi- 
ness was the election of a speaker 
and other officers. Gordon Garland, 
who replaced Paul Peek as speak- 
er at the first special session held 
in January, 1940, was re-elected as 
speaker for the coming session. He 
received the votes of the entire Re- 
publican delegation as well as the 
votes of many of the members of

$349,660 Allocated For 
Work In Schedule Given 
Governor Olsen Tuesday 


Realignment of U. S. Route 50 
through the Shingle Springs section 
jis the major El Dorado County pro- 
| ject mentioned in the $48,615,000 
state highway budget for the new 
biennium, which was transmitted 
Tuesday to Governor Olson by 
Frank W. Clark, director.of the De- 
partment of Public Works. 

The budget proposes to expend on 
highway development in El Dorado 
County during the biennium a to- 
tal of $361,400 and the major item 
in this amount is $349,660 for the 
improvement of the Shingle Springs 
section. 

This is described as beginning at 
a point two and one-quarter miles 
\ east of Clarksville and continuing 
to a point one and one quarter miles 
west of El Dorado. The budget in- 
dicates that “portions” of the route 
are to be improved. 

Other items in the budget in- 
clude $2,400 for work on State 
Route 23 at the branches of Big 
Meadow Creek; $3,040 for a bridge 
across the Upper Truckee on the 
above route and $6,300 for improve- 
ment on State Route 65 “one quar- 
ter mile north of Cool to the Lime 
Kiln road.” 

The improvement of the Shingle 
Springs secton of the road will be 
another important step in the de- 
velopment of U. S. Route 50 be- 
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tween Placerville and the Sacra- |

If Graziani’s army 
is obliterated or reduced to a few 
negligible regiments, the British will 
be able to concentrate their entire 
North African strength against any 
Nazi force that might attempt a 
Turkish campaign. 


Bardia has much military value. It 
carries the British one step further 
toward destruction of the Italian 
arm of the Suez pincer. 

The fact that between 60,000 and 
70,000 Italians have surrendered in 
| less than a month, with British cas- 
ualties inconsequential, indicates a 
grave decline in Italian military 
morale. It is invariable for defeat- 
ism to spread through an army 
under such an impetus. 

The Germans no longer maintain 
their nonchalant attitude toward 
Italy’s declining combat spirit. The 
north African fighting, like the hos- 
tilities in Albania, was described at 
first in Berlin as of minor import- 
ance having no bearing on the final 
outcome of the war. 

The position of assumed indiffer- 
ence was unrealistic from the start 
Since so severe a collapse as now is 
occuring in Libya, coupled with the 
Italian misfortunes in Greece, must 
affect home morale. The necessity 
for bolstering Mussolini is becoming 
a pressing problem for Germany.

They’re pretty flat, therefore well 
adapted to suit aviation’s needs. 
ae about 250 miles off the Ar- 
gentine coast, they have consider- 
able naval strategic value 
their own part of the world. 

But are they a possession that 
Britain has any right to deliver 
to us? 

Claimed by Argentina 


Originally, under the name of 
the Malvinas isles, they belonged 
to Spain. When the Argentines cut 
loose from their parent country, 
they claimed the group as part of 
their new republic. They hadn’t the 
facilities then, though, to police it 
effectively. It became a pirate 
stronghold. The pirates pestered 
British shipping so much that, in 
1833, an English war fleet swooped 
down, cleaned out the sea maraud- 
ers, and proclaimed the isles to be 
John Bull’s. He’s kept them ever 
since. ‘The Argentines couldn’t do 
anything about it, but they always 
insisted that they'd been robbed— 
by Britain. 

Upon Uncle Sam’s entrance into 
World war No. 1 President Wilson, 
desiring to give an appearance of

strong pressure upon the Latin 
American countries to join the Al- 
lied line-up. Most of them did— 
_not to the extent of fighting, but 
nominally, which was all President 
Wiison desired.

(or Falkland) islands, 
‘we'll join—not otherwise.” Britain 
‘wouldn't do it; so Argentina

Now, if we get the Malvinas is- 
lands all this Argentine resent- 
ment inevitably will be turned in 
our direction, shooting at least one 
| big, bad hole through our so-much- 
desired western hemispherical uni- 
fication—for Argentina's a major 
consideration in our new world 
neighborhood. 

And Singapore ?—just off the 
southern end of the Malay penin- 
sula. 

The British don’t, indeed, pro- 
pose to cede Singapore to us, but 
they’d tremendously like to have 
{us make ourselves thoroughly at 
home at their powerful naval base 
there. And for obvious reasons; 
our men-o’-war would take care of 
their interests throughout that 
area on the globe, leaving their 
fleet free to operate elsewhere— 
where it’s urgently needed, heaven 
: knows. 

Philippines a Liability 

Well, I never talked with a Unit- 
/ed States naval officer who didn’t 
‘say he considered the Philippines 
an unqualified strategic liability to 
‘us. They’re so far off! Hawaii, ex- 
/perts agree, all right. That’s 
‘rather nearer to our Pacific coast 
than it is to Japan. It’s an invalu- 
able Yankee outpost. But the Phil- 
ippines, clear across the Pacific, 
are in the Japs’ very dooryard; it 
would be a terrible job to defend 
‘em at such long range. 

And Singapore’s a couple of 
thousand miles farther yet. 

If we take on that assignment, 
we become, as I had occasion to 
quote Senator Arthur Capper the 
other day, “the world’s Police- 
man.” 

Critics of our island-acquiring 
tendency find no fault with our as-; 
similation of Caribbean lagoons or 
of Newfoundland or even Green- 
land, if available. They do argue 
that we'd be stretching out our 
neck injudiciously in the direction 
of Singapore and that we'd be 
making a serious mistake if we 
were to grab the Malvinas (or 
Falkland). morsel from Argentina.
